Other Information in the possession of the Bureau indicates 
that Gleason formerly served as the Circulation lfenager of "Friday” in 
1940 and that he was listed as the Editor and Publisher of "Inside of 
Russia," the sale of which latter publication was sponsored by the 
Workers Book Store in New York City, Your attention is also called to 
the fact that your office recently learned that the Westchester County 
Sheriff's Office had been contacted by the Dies Committee for information 
concerning numerous Communists among which was Leveratt S. Gleason. 

The Dies Committee's interest in Gleason is not known to the- Bureau. 
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For your further information there is attached a photostatic 
copy of a report dated November 9, 1942, which the bureau receive c 
from the War Department. In view of this subject's presence in ifexioo 
It would appear that he has since been discharged from the Army. It is 
also observed that his age was given as 44 in the attached report.

• brother, SKBHIAN| GLEASON, resides at Dedham, Massachusetts. 


GLEASON completed grammar school education in Newton , Massa- 
chusetts, in 1911 and in 1915 was graduated from the Newton High School, 
xTewton, Massachusetts. From 1915 to 1916 he attended preparatory school at 
Andover, Massachusetts, and for one year, 1916-1917, he studied at Harvard 
College, Cambridge, Massachusetts. Prom 1923 until 1943, GLEASON was employed 
as magazine editor and publisher at Comic House, Incorporated, 114 East 33ad 
Street, New York City, at a weekly salary qf $150. 

From April 26-, 1917 until September 4, 1919, GLEASON served 
in the United States Army, 110th Eield Artillery, and had the rank of private 
first class, driver.

He 
concludes that some of the children 'had so slight a conception of the meaning 
of free government that they thought Russia is a rep'lblic. ' It seems to me 
that one 'who assumes the task of improving the education of our children 
should himself have a clearer grasp of the facts. 

"Regardless of how one may feel toward our Russian ally, T 
think that the truth will stand on its own feet and that little is to be 
gained by distortion. I dread to &hink of the. future of education if the 
children are to be told that the Soviet Union is not a’ republic- Justice Hicks 
may have heard that the co.t roct name of our ally is the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, article 13 of the Soviet Constitution staves; 'The 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics is a federal state, formed on the basis 
of the voluntary association of Soviet Socialist Republics.' article 17 
states* 'To every Union Republic is reserved the right freely to secede from 
the U.S.S.R. ' 


articles 134 and 135 state; Tembers of all Soviets of working 
people's deputies-of the Supreme Soviet of the U.S.S.R., the Supreme Soviets 
of the Union Republics, the Soviets of the Union Republics, the Soviets of 
working people's deputies of the territories and regions, the Supreme Soviets 
of the autonomous Republics .. .are chosen by the electors on the basis of 
universal, direct, and equal suffrage by secret ballot.' '...all citizens 
af the U.S.S.R. 'who have reached the age of IS, irrespective of race or 
nationality; religion, educational and residential qualifications, social origin, 
property status, or past activities, have the right to vote.’ 

"The Constitution also guarantees by law freedom of speech, 
freedom of the- press, freedom freedom of assembly, freedom of street proces- 
sions and demonstrations, as well, of course, as freedom of religious worship. 

"If the Soviet Union, regardless of what virtues or faults one 
wishes to credit it with, is not a republic, what in heaven's name Vis it?

"An Article in the July 16 issue of this newspaper concerning 
a report of Justice Hamilton Hicks, contained a statement by him that a few 
vreeks later set off a spirited verbal battle between its author and a fellow 
Chappaquan, Leverett S. Gleason of Park Drive. 

"The initial report of Judge Hicks, chairman, of the Americani- 
zation Committee of the Chappaqua post of the American Legion, was a com- 
mentary on an essay contest held at the Horace Greeley School by the Post 
last June. The statement that so irked Mr. Gleason was the one that stated 
’none of the contestants (referring to the June contest) knew that the United 
States is a Republic' and, it continued, 'some had so slight a conception of 
the meaning of free government that they thought Russia is a republic . ' 

"Cn July 30 Mr. Gleason retaliated with a letter to the editor 
in which he quoted, word for word, sections of the Russian constitution to 
prove the point that he contended that Russia is a republic. 

"His letter, in part, said that 'Justice Hicks may have heard 
ohat the correct name of our ally is the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, 
Article 13 of the Soviet Constitution states; "The Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics is a federal state, formed on the basis of the voluntary association 
of Soviet Socialist Republics," Article 17 states, "To every Union Republic 
is reserved the right to freely secede from the U.S.S.R."' 

"Mr. Hickf. » answer came the following week, also in the form of 
a letter, from which we quote;

"May I thank you for your generosity in giving space to my 
recent letter and to Justice Kicks * reply, and perhaps no# for a little more 
space? 


"Mr* Hicks takes me to taks for not commenting upon that part 
of his report which deplores the ignorance of the students, none of whom, it 
seems, knew that the United States is a republic* He says it does not interest 
me -but it does! I do not know what students may have entered the contest, 
but frankly I do not believe that, by and large American school children are 
unaware that the U.S*A. is a republic. I think they know our country is a 
republic, love it deeply and fully appreciate its significance when they repeats 
r I pledge allegiance to my flag and to the republic for which it stands. r Ours 
is an excellent school system, the teachers are of a high character, very 
capable instructors, and I believe personally the present crop of youngsters 
is about the best informed in all our history. Sorry, Mr. Hicks, I am intereste 
but I am not disturbed about the students. 

"I am, however, disturbed about you, for you apparently wish 
to instruct the children that our Russian ally is not a republic. You answer 
ms with quotations intended to prove that Russia is not democratic. This, 
of course, is a different point altogether. Great Britain, for example, is a 
democracy-yet it is not a republic. The terms are not synonymous. For the 
sake of the young students, let us not confuse terms. Though, be assured, I 
am perfectly willing to uphold the argument that the Soviet Union is not a 
republic-but democratic as well* 

"fir. Kicks fears I may be a victim of ignorance (or one of 
its promoters). I fear it is he who has been made the victim, and thus 
unconsciously its promoter. He r notes Max Eastman’s article in the July 
issue of Readers Digest on Chapter X, Article 125 of the Soviet Constituion, 
in which Mr. Eastman misquotes that the Communist Party shall *form the di- 
rective nucleus of all organizations of the toilers. r The plain truth, Mr* 
Hicks, is that the Soviet Constitution says no such thing, either in Article 
126 or anywhere else* 
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"Quotations are dangerous, and Mr, Hicks has chosen one to 
ouote who has not long held any set of beliefs. Max Eastman was a Socialist 
at one tine, later he helped organize the Communist Party, and for several 
years was a member until expelled from its ranks* Then he became a follower 
of Trotsky, his exponent, translator, end literary agent. He has claimed to 
be a Marxist, a Lenist, a Trotskyist, and who knows what else? He had written 
all sorts of things. Mould it surprise Mr. Hicks that Eastman once wrote in 
the Liberator in 1919: *For there exists a science, consisting of a series 

of hypotheses as to the method by which this choice of ours may be carried 
out in the actual world, and that science is one of the clearest and most 
ardent achievements in the human mind • It is the science that was founded 
in the Communist Manifesto of 1348 - the science of revolution based upon the 
Mconomic Interpret at ion of History, ( 

,! Mr* Eastman has published volumes of advice to the American 
people "ith no respect to consistency. Perhaps Mr. Hicks can recall his 
1 Let ter to Americans 1 published in 1941 in which he says * l l find Lindbergh ! s 
demonstration treat America is not in danger of Immediate military attack im- 
pressive. ! 

11 How, precisely, did that fit in with the Legion program at 

that time? 

"After reading Mr, Eastman for many years, reversing himself 
with groat frequency, I can hardly take him seriously. Mhen are we to believe 
your chosen authority, Justice Hicks, when 'white is ‘..Mite or white is blac^:? 

"Mr* Eastman 1 s article in Readers Digest says many harsh things 
about the Soviet Union. I would prefer to believe Mr, Davies, Mr. Wilkie, 

Mr. Harriman, Mr* Cassidy, Mr. Hopkins, and the scores of others who reports 
can scarcely be attacked as biased, rather than an expelled Consnunist who just 
possibly may have a personal axe to grind* 

"There is, I believe, altogether too much anti-British and 
anti-Russian propaganda being spread* be are United Nat ions -and we must re- 
main united to ensure both victory and a lasting peace. We might v/ell refrain 
from criticisms if our allies at this time, if only for selfish reasons, and 
I for one believe that closer understanding of and friendship for our allies, 
together with ever stronger unity at home, are the first patriotic require- 
ments of the hour.
